During the past week things have been very favorable both 
for packing and distributing. The season is very well under 
way now and the packing houses are getting busy all over the 
country. For the last week strawberries have been coming in 
plentifully, and although prices are high, they have been of 
excellent quality. The season is now giving us a full supply of 
crops that are expected to be at their best at this time of the 
year. Peas and beans are in very good supply, although the 
season has brought them together rather more than usual. Still 
the packers are not complaining, as there is good demand for 
all they can get up at present. Blackberries are expected in a 
few days, and it is probable they will be in good receipt next 
week. All the other berries are coming in by degrees. 

There is no indicating yet as to what the peach crop will 
be, but the season has gotten down to normal conditions, and 
although the crop is not heavy, there will be a fair crop of

a fair size crop from local orchards, but there will be no excess- 
ive supply of them this year. 


Tomato plants are now being set out by the millions, and 
generally the stand is good. It is rather late in the season and 
the market is well cleaned up everywhere of all kinds of standard 
tomatoes. It is not likely therefore that prices will be affected 
further this season until packing time on this account. Prices 
have risen again this week and they are now quoted at $1.00 on 
No. 3 standard, at bottom price all over the country. It is 
probable that there will be a heavy sale of tomatoes during the 
fall and a heavy delivery also. There is a good market for them 
and we presume prices will hold at present rates until about 
December Ist. 

Corn has been an excellent article in the market, it has 
greatly recovered from the late depression, and is now very 
nearly back to its normal price. The season is late; much of 
the corn has not been planted and packers have been afraid to 
sell futures less the crop would not be favorable. 

Maine and New York will have considerable difficulty in 
filling their orders in all kinds of crops. 

The market in general is stronger than it was last week on 
all kinds of goods; strawberries are quoted at goc. for regular; 
$1.75 for extra preserved, and nearly all classes of berries are 
exhausted in the market except those that have been packed 
from recent receipts. 

Peaches are also becoming very scarce at this point, and 
nearly all lines are marked out of quotation. 

Pineapples are advancing on nearly all kinds, No. 2 stand- 
ard, not E. & C., are quoted at goc.; $1.00 for E. & C. standard; 
extra, $1.30; seconds, 85c. for E. & C.; No. 1 extra sliced 
E. & C., goc.; grated, goc., and same for cocktail; No. 2 extra 
fancy grated, $1.75; No. 3 pie grated, 7oc.; in syrup, 75c.; in 
water, $2.00 for gallon and in syrup, $2.10. 

Corn _is quoted for No. 2 standard Harford county, 65c.; 


dry packed, 60c.; extra quality dry packed, 75c.; No. 2 full 
standard shoepeg, 7234c. to 75c., and standard evergreen, 57}4c. 
to 65c. 

Oysters 5 oz. standard 97%4c. and $1.00; 10 oz. $2.00 Light 
weight 5234c. for No. 1. 

Peas early June standard $1.05 and seconds g5c., sifted 
$1.20; extra sifted $1.40 to $1.50 and extra fancy petit pois $1.75 
to $2.25.. Marrowfats $1.05 for No. 2 standard. 

Apples, New York State gallon are quoted at $2.75, No. 3 
goc. 

String beans are 70 and 75c. on No. 2; No. 3 $1.00; white 
wax 65 and 7o0c; Limas 85 and goc; extra small limas $1.00; big 
beans, 1 pound 33 and 35c; No. 2 45 and 47%c; No. 3, 57% and 
60c 


Standard blackberries are quoated at 62%c. Blueberries 
goc. Gooseberries goc. Red cherries standard white $1.25, 
extra white $1.50; No. 2 extra fancy white $1.75. 

Tomatoes are quoted $1.00 to $1.05, gallons at $4.10. 

There is no special change in the price of canners metal, 
except that indipendant can companies have advanced the rate 
about soc. per thousand on'No. 1 cans, making them $10.50 a 
thousand; on No. 2, small hole, $13.75; large hole $14.25; No. 3 
standard $18.00 and No. 10, $46.00 per thousand. There has 
been no advance so far in the quotations of tin plate; pig tin re- 
mains as it was last week $43.00 to 45.00 and pig lead also re- 
mains unchanged. Solder quotations are, therefore, not varied 
in any respect. Canners’ metal can be found on the regular 
page.

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New Y ork Market 


Reported by Special Correspondent. Market Conditions, 
Changes and Outlook. 


NEw York, June 26.—Conditions in the canned goods 
market continue to improve and sales in several different varie- 
ties of goods are increasing steadily. The market in several 
directions is better and the movement of goods from first hands 
is checked only by the fact that supplies are relatively small. 
Business has been done in all varieties in a much more liberal 
manner and sales are likely to increase for the next few weeks 
in similar proportion. Stocks of leading varieties are believed 
to be light and the steady consumptive demand is reducing the 
comparatively small supplies which are held now. Under pre- 
sent circumstances the outlook is considered fair and there is 
possibility of a further improvement in the situation as time 
passes and stocks become more and more reduced. 

Salmon.—Increased interest is noted in salmon and sales 
have been made at $1.15 for red Alaska talls. The tendency is 
still higher and many holders are under the impression that the 
market will go on to further activity and strength. Some hold- 
ers are already quoting $1.20 for talls, and it is practically im- 
possible to obtain them for less, excepting in large lots. Future 
red Alaska is offered by one packer at $1.05 f. 0. b. coast. Pinks 
are quoted 8o0c. and chums are offered at 75c. Other grades of 
spot goods are unchanged, though the comparative scarcity of 


Columbia river Chinooks has a tendency to force prices up and 
cause holders to remain firm in their views. 


Sardines. —Demand for domestic fish is active and prices are 
strong. Orders are said to be booked practically up to the limit 
of the pack. Dealers buy only as they require stock, but hold- 


ings are so low that it is practically impossible to obtain them 
fast enough to satisfy the demand in some quarters. 


Tomatoes.—The market is firm for spot full standard 3s and 
so far as can be learned nothing is offered under $1.00 f. o. b. 
factory on best grades and 97%4c. on ordinary stock. Holders 
are not anxious to sell since they expect further advances will 
occur before the new pack is ready for delivery. For new pack 
full staudard 3s are held at 92%4c. f. o. b. factory, with occasion- 
al lots quoted on lower terms, depending upon the pack. Spot 
2s are scarce and scarcely quotable. Spot gallons have sold in 
a small way from second hands at $4.05 here. The crop out- 


look is better, but notwithstanding that the tendency is still up- 
ward and packers expect to obtain higher prices. 


Corn.—The market on all offerings is firm, but quiet. Hold-. 
ers show less disposition to release goods of full shandard quality 
for less than 65 to 67%c. delivered. Some holders are refusing 
joc. delivered. Southern Maine style pack is firm and some 
packers have withdrawn from the market on futures. Maine 
stock is firm. Reports from Maine indicate that the market is 


rather better and that the outlook for the coming pack ‘is improv- 
ing. A week of good weather has helped the situation greatly. 

Peas.—Demand is active for all offerings in new pack, with 
sales reported at $1.05 to $1.10 f. o. b. Baltimore for standard 
quality early Junes. The pack to date has been light and it is 
said that a good deal of business for local account has been 
booked in excess of the pack. Reports from producing sections 
are a bit more favorable, but are still more or less unsatisfactory. 

Fruits.—A good deal of business has been booked in future 
canned fruits at opening prices announced early last week, even 
though those prices were even higher than buyers anticipated. 
The California Fruit Canners’ Association hasn’t yet named 
prices on the new pack and it is expected they will not be named 
for several weeks. Apples are firm. A good general movement 
is reported in pineapples and stocks are small. From Singapore 
came 6,134 cases last week. Small fruits are firm and wanted.

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Obey The Law. 


&Canners’ Association Urges Members to Co-operate With 
Department. 


Frank E. Gorrell, Secretary of the National Canners’ Association, the 
organization formed in Buffalo last February, has issued to the members of 
the association a full report of the work accomplished by the executive 
committee in connection with the food law. The report says: 

‘‘In an extended interview with Secretary Wilson and Dr. Wiley, it 
was demonstrated that the Department of Agriculture could not of itself 
make any extension of the time for the use of labels that do not comply 
with the misbranding clause of the pure food law. Such action requires 
the concurrence of the secretaries of two other departments, and would be 
practically impossible to obtain, owing to its farreaching effects. It is 
thought that if all new labels are printed to conform with the law, prosecu- 
tions will probably not be forced on those who use old labels, so long as 


the goods contained under the labels are in strict conformity with the food 
and drug act. 


‘‘The committee wishes to impress upon the trade the importance of as © 


early as possible making their labels conform to the spirit, as well as the 
letter of the law, the main import of which is to prevent falsification or 
misrepresentation of any kind. If tomatoes are packed in New Jersey, 
label the can ‘packed in New Jersey,’ if in Iowa, have the can say the truth. 
As to quality, if marked ‘fancy,’ see that they fully come up to this high 
requirement. If of standard quality, so state, if of inferior quality, do not 
hesitate to say ‘seconds.’ Consumption of canned goods in this country 
will soon quadruple if every person engaged in the business will do his part 
toward seeing that the provisions of this law are literally carried out.”’ 


Canned Goods Notes. 


Bisceglia Bros., Morgan Hill cannery has opened for the season, com- 
mencing on peas. The management announces its intention of putting up 
about four times the amount of peas and tomatoes canned last year. 


The Chico plant of the California Fruit Canners Association opened 
Wednesday for a two weeks’ run on apricots. 


Canned Vegetables.. 


Nothing can be said as yet about tomatoes. Corn in the East is just 
being planted. Packers are not disposed to quote prices in a hurry. 


Big Canning Contract. 


A berry contract has been made by the Puyallup and Sumner Fruit 
Growers’ Association of Puyallup, Wash., with the Weber-Bussell Canning 
Company of King county, that state, whereby the association will supply 
the canning company with too,000 12-cup crates of red raspberries at 4 cents 
a pound during 1907-1910 and 20,000 crates of blackberries at 3% cents a 
pound, also all of the canning apples that the members of the association 
may have; the price for the apples to be % cent a pound. In addition to 
this, the canning company will take plums at'}/ to 1 cent a pound. This is 
said to be a very substantial contract and encourages the growers cf the 
small fruit, as it establishes their industry there on a safe and sound basis. 
The canning company is required to furnish the cups and crates for carrying 
the raspberries, and it is also understood that where the raspberries show 
signs of having been carelessly picked, soft and matted down in the cups, 
they are to be paid for at the rate of 3% cents a pound. Should the black- 
berries be supplied by the association in carriers furnished by the canning 
company then the price per pound for the berries is to be 3 cents a pound. 


Canned Fruits. 


Advices from the Coast refer to a large inquiry for future fruits, and 
while no prices have been named except on a few fancy or special brands, 
it is expected that everything ordered subject to approval of prices will. be 
confirmed, whatever the market may be. New pack Southern strawberries 
are in demand, but there are few to be had and the market remains firm at 
85c. to goc. for extra preserved 1-lbs., $1.50 for extra preserved 2-lbs. and 
$1.25 for preserved 2-lbs. f. 0. b. factory. For 2-lbs. standards in water 
75c. f. o. b. is quoted. Pineapple is firm. 


Canned Vegetables. 


Packing of asparagus will soon be over. The outcome of the pack will 
be probably about 30% of the average when there is a fair crop. It is on 
the Eastern market now and the prices are record ones; the market, how- 
ever, does not appear to respond on account of these high prices nnd retail- 
ers are not buying freely. As the fresh article is still in the market of the 
East, this indisposition will be only temporary. Packing of green peas is 
being proceeded with slowly, but the crop is a failure and the amount 
packed will be very light. So far the vegetable pack of the year has been 
disappointing, but we hope for better things later on.

Spot Tomatoes.—We are pretty well cleaned up on No. 5 and 5%-inch 
tomatoes, but still have a limited quantity to offer at $1.05 per dozen for 
5-inch and $1.20 per dozen for 5%-inch, f. 0. b. Philadelphia warehouse. 
We wi!l be glad to send you samples. 

As the above prices will indicate, the market on tomatoes still shows an 
upward tendency and the demand is keeping up unusually well. Orders are 
coming in from all sections. Naturally, the disposition is not to load up on 
spot tomatoes at present prices, but there is evidently a good demand for 
them from the retail trade, and as long as this demand continues, tomatoes 
will move out. 

Future Tomatoes.—The weather conditions for the past week have been 
so good that the outlook for future tomatoes is better as far as the crop 
prospects are concerned. There is not very much business being done, 
though some sales have been made at goc. per dozen, f. 0. b. county. Pack- 
ers are not pushing the sale of futures, as most of them are pretty well sold 
up. We have had quite a large demand for No. 10 standards, but it has 
been a difficult matter to get a price on them. We hope to be able to quote 
some of these goods very shortly.

Dear Sirs.—One whole week of warm, seasonable weather, such as we 
should have had during the previous four or five weeks, is beginning 
already to show its influence over the market situation so far as future 
tomatoes are concerned. The upward movement has culminated, for the 
present at least, and the wise ones who have stated so positively that there 
will be no tomatoes packed in this market before the middle of September, 
and that a $1.00 market for futures is in sight, will have time to reconsider 
their rash statements. The successful tomato prophet is not yet in view. 
That rock has engraved upon it the names of many well-known men who 
hit it and went down. It has been admitted all along that the acreage in 
tomatoes this season in Maryland, Virginia, Delaware and New Jersey is 
the largest ever planted. All sections report the season to be later than the 
average by two weeks or so, much of which can be recovered by favorable 
weather from now on. In recent years the canning of tomatoes has com- 
menced in the latter part of July. Barring further unforseen, unfavorable

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crop conditions, new tomatoes should be ready for canning in August. 
Spot tomatoes continue firm and active at full prices, with no new develop- 
ments in any direction. Both spot and future corn were again active this 
week. The rapid recovery in the market for spot corn proves that staple 
canned goods really possess intrinsic value after all. New string beans are 
now ready for quick shipment to fill emergency orders. The week’s devel- 
opments in new peas have been disappointing. Nearly every jobber wanted 
some peas of each grade to fill urgent demands and the Baltimore canners 
were obliged to pay exorbitant prices for the raw stock to fill those orders, 
hoping that each day would bring larger receipts and lower prices to enable 
them to average down their cost, but now fully half of the season for can- 
ning them has passed and no lower prices are in sight. It will be the 
keenest sort of disappoiutment if the coming week produces no relief for 
onr pea packers, and in that case the jobbers who have bought peas else- 
where on prorata or percentage contracts at low prices, instead of 100% 
guaranteed contracts, may expect to receive notices from the sellers that, 
‘“very much to our regret, we are unable to, etc., etc.,’’ in the same old 
way, and then the markets elsewhere will conform their selling prices to 
the Baltimore quotations. Almost every article in the line of vegetables is 
fairly active and firm. 

All fruits are strong and active, not a weak spot among them. Both 
red and white cherries and gooseberries are scarce and high. Strawberries 
are not scarce, but the weather has all along been so very favorable for 
shipping them long distances that the demand from out of town for fresh 
berries has enabled the shippers to outbid the canners, consequently ex- 
tremely high prices have prevailed up to this date. Raspberries and blue- 
berries are yet to come, but the latest reports about those two crops are 
unfavorable. Encouraging reports are received about the blackberry crop, 
due next month. Pears and apples may be short. It is still so uncertain 
about the peach crop that our canners refuse to make any prices on the 
coming pack. The demand for new pineapples is increasing at full prices.

Aberdeen (Md.) Market. 


ABERDEEN, MD., June 22, 1907. 
Weather conditions are more favorable than heretofore; genuine 
summer has been with us for a few days and crops, although undoubtedly 
belated, are now beginning to ‘‘ sit up and take notice.’’ A chance late fall, 
of course, is possible; extremely late postponement of frost would be a con- 


siderable advantage to growers and packers in obtaining nearly normal 
pack. It rests alone with the weather, which is indeed the most important 
factor, and whoever can guess it will surely prove a winner. It is beyond 
dispute that the season sets in several weeks late, as far as corn and toma- 
toes are concerned; this can be positively stated without the least intention 
to mislead or misrepresent conditions as they are at the present time. As 
one of the largest packers recently expressed it, ‘‘ It is impossible to plant 
and cultivate corn at the sdine time with the same teams and the same 
help.’’ A certain number of weeks are allotted for the planting of corn 
and tomatoes and a certain number for weeding, cultivating and encourag- 
ing luxuriant growth. After the planting season is past with continuous 
rains, thereby converting the fields into a mass of mud, it is impossible to 
plant, and when the planting time is postponed to the cultivating time, 
Herculean efforts are required, as few growers and farmers are prepared to 
thus double their efforts in a given time, any more than it would be pos- 
sible for any corporation or business firm to double its usual business and 
be perfectly competent to care for each order and transaction as well as 
during a normal season. With conditions like these before us, it is easy to 
recline in the armchair and theorize, but harder to amble out to the line of 
action and put these theories in practice. 

The man who arises these bright mornings at the break of day, 3.30 
A. M. and puts his hand to the plow knows more of the ups and downs of 
tomato and corn fields than he who breakfasts at 10 o’clock and repairs to 
his sumptuous office, surrounded by ease and elegance, which does not 
harden the hand of toil. It has been said truthfully that reports of weather 
conditions may be exaggerated. This, of course, is possible; it is a difficult 
matter to carve the line of fact at a time when the minds of all watchers 
have been absolutely changed as to future conditions in the space of a fort- 
night. The two year 24,000,000 case pack of corn, which so long proved 
the ogre for this commodity, has vanished and it cannot be said that 
weather conditions have had anything to do with this sudden change of 
heart among thousands. How long has it been since we have laid aside 
the overcoat for the straw hat? Has it really been warm enough for the 
straw hat, and we have only been wearing the overcoat because we thought 
it was cool? Ifso, we are all mistaken, so let it be, no matter what a 


future late fall may bring forth, for ‘‘ Where ignorance is biiss, ’tis folly 
to be wise.”’

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market has shown an exceptional advance and change since tte making of 
a majority of contracts covering 1907 pack of corn and tomatoes, wonld it 
not be well again to consider the stability of these contracts as a whole 
and the possibilities that might naturally arise if the market should con- 
tinue its upward course, as well as the possibilities of a decline from the 
present or previous position? It, of course, goes without saying that a 
number of those interested in future contracts will stand to their agree- 
ments to the letter, some may squirm just a little and others may prove to 
be lively wrigglers. 

With a possible sale of over 5,000,0co cases future tomatoes and pos- 
sible sales aggregating nearly as much of corn, with an average variation of 
Ioc. per dozen, 20c. per case, this means that $2,000,000 is somewhat in 
doubtful balance between buyer and seller, and can it be considered that a 
cast-iron contract has been given for this amount wherein justness, fair- 
ness and businesslike treatment can be expected without exception? If 
such transactions have been made as is customary in grain, hay, flour, 
cotton, tobacco, stocks. bonds, securities or real estate trading, would not 
more binding contracts have been expected and insisted upon by those so 
vitally interested in an amount of this size? Do canned goods men require 
contracts less binding than is customary with other operators? Does it 
not seem strange that those who have been pioneers and leaders in the 
canned goods industry have not heretofore felt the importance of better, 
more binding and more businesslike contracts, if for no other purpose than 
to avoid the veil of doubt and uncertainty, which necessarily tends to un- 
settle business calculations and perfected arrangements, which alone must 
be changed on account of a different aspect of the market? Would it not 
benefit jobber, broker and packer, as well, to have a regular form of con- 
tract, not worded as to the dictates of any whimsical buyer or seller, but a 
standard form of contract between responsible parties, who are well known 
to be able to perform the requirements thus embodied, and as present con- 
ditions are by no means the exception and the happening of once in ten 
years, is it not important that immediate action should be taken with an 
idea of conducting the canned goods business under the most approved, 
up-to-date methods of security? Instead of more lax customs than are 
recognized in dealing in any other commodity in the present age, why can- 
not business men say ‘‘ We offer’? and the answer be ‘‘ We accept,’’ and 
from that instant a transaction between men be known to have been con- 
summated, absolutely binding on both to the full degree, without techni_ 
cality or wiggling on the part of either, even though it may take hours, 
and even days, in the signing and full completion of the written contract. 

Spot Tomatoes.—A few weeks ago when the excitement was on in the 


wheat market and that staple was soaring toward the dollar mark, we 
called the attention of the trade to the fact that tomatoes might prove a 
close second, that the conditions governing the one were similar to those 
controlling the other, and this week our predictions have been realized and 
spot tomatoes have reached the dollar mark and are still tending upward. 
It is still possible to secure an occasional car of No, 3 standard tomatoes on 
the basis of 974c., but most holders are now demanding $1.00, and some 
even $1.05 per dozen, f. o. b. shipping point; and with yet two months or 
more before new packing can be placed upon the market in anything but 
limited quantities, and with stocks in first hands so exceedingly light, who 
can say what the future may have in store in the way of still further 
advances. 

Future Tomatoes.—While a few days of sunshine have warmed the 
cockles of the hearts of packers and growers, and to a slight degree removed 
the ‘“‘blues’’ and cold despair that possessed them, yet those who are willing 
to take on future tomato business are indeed few and far between, for they 
do not by any means feel that as yet they are ‘‘out of the woods.”? With 
the season so much belated, and with so many futures sold, as is the case 
with many, when they think of the possibility of early frost and the inuum- 
erable other ills that may still befall the crop, they can feel the cold chills 
running down their backbones, and that member which is so essential to 
successful operating, soon becomes limp and yielding, and the panic which 
has but so recently overpowered them, again seizes them and they are ready 
on the slightest cry of alarm to once more seek the shelters of the ‘‘tall 
timbers.’’ And is there any wonder? Can anyone guarantee that the 
almost unprecedented season will not continue its freakishness? Is there 
any wonder that a feeling of nervousness should affect so many, and that a 
few bright summer days has not removed it? While some are taking 
courage, by far the greater part are holding off, awaiting developments. 
The market may fairly be quoted firm at 90 cents, with but few sellers.

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Spot Corn.—The demand for spot corn continues, and this much- 
neglected article of a few weeks ago has now come into quite fashionable 
demand. The long hoped-for among corn holders is being realized, and 
those- who held on to this article, hoping almost against hope, are now 
congratulating themselves that they were able to bolster up their nerve 
until the change came. Of Evergreen, there is none; of shoepeg, there is 
some, but in very limited supply, with prices ranging from 7oc. to 75c. for 
standard, and 80c. and upwards for fancy grades, as to brands. Maine style 
corn is 57%c. and upwards, as to quality, all subject to packer’s confirma- 
tion and previous sale. 

Future Corn.—In speaking of future corn this season a prominent 
packer said: ‘‘It takes very little to cause even a very good horse who gets 
away behind at the start to be distanced in the race.’’ This is very aptly 
put, for corn has indeed had a miserable start and may have even a worse 
future before it. A hot, dry summer is hard on the corn fields and an early 
frost would ruin almost all, after the late start it has had this spring. In 
shoepeg, packers are still off the market and will neither accept business nor 
name a price, while in Maine style, a little business could probably be done 
on the basis of 60c., f. o. b. factory.

We publish elsewhere in this edition letters received since 
June 22nd, from Sect. Gorrell explaining the reconsideration by 
the railroads of the rule with regards to the minimum car-load 
weight of canned goods, as the new rule which they proposed for 
the first of August. This rule was to increase the minimum car- 
load weight to 36,000 pounds where it has been 30,000 pounds 
and the notice was considered by all packers as very unjust 
at present as being insufficient in time to both packers and job- 
bers. We have accorded with the Canned Goods Exchange and 
other bodies of packers who have taken action with respect to it, 
to induce the railroads to allow more time for consideration. It 
was recognized that such an important rule should not be 
changed without a longer notice as it was very unjust at this 
season of the year when large amount of future contracts had to 
be delivered for which the contracts were made months ago. 
When sold on the basis of 30,000 pounds it was hardly possible 
for the packers to raise it to 36,000 pounds and the buyer might 
object to the change in the terms of the contract, and this cause 
would affect all of his shipments. 

The Canned Goods Exchange of this city has had several 
meetings on the subject and had authorized its Committee on 
Commerce to protest to the railroads againts such action. It 
had received word that their protest had gone without consider- 
ation by the railroads and the Exchange had proposed carrying 
the matter before the Interstate Commerce Commission. They 


expected a large number of protests by prominent packers 
against the action of the railroads and that they would all ask for 
longer time. The latest news received is to the effect that the 
railroads have yielded to the presure from the packers and the 
time has been deferred for the change from July rst to the first 
of January, 1908. 

This of course has settled the matter as all that was wanted 
was time to arrange terms, when the weights of the car will go 
into effect, and the first of January is the time. ‘This will give 
the packers opportunity to arrange for the delivery of all their 
future contracts. When a large contract is sold it stipulates the 
amount of goods that shall be put in a car, and when the rail- 
roads change the amount that may be put in a car from 30,000 
to 36,000 pounds without notice it interferes with all the busi- 
ness matters at interest. 

It will come therefore as joyful news to the canned goods 
packers in general that the railroads have withdrawn from their 
position in this matter. There is no desire on the part of the 
packers to quarrel with the railroads but there is nothing that 
the railroad could have done that would have more vitally con- 
cerned the packer than the sudden change of terms in regard to 
the weight of a car; and there is no time of the year that would 
have so much displeased them as this season when all the con- 
tracts out are for futures on which the car-load rates have been 
arranged. ‘This is probably the first news the packers will have 
of the reconsideration of the matter by the railroads. As under- 
stood the new rule applies to all shipments east of the 
Missouri river, and reaches as far south as Tennessee and 
the Carolinas. It may have applied even further but of this we 
are not aware. It applies we believe only to canned goods and 
we have not heard as to whether it will affect green goods or not. 

However the change makes it unnecessary to state the 
terms of it. Its deference to January next will clear the road of 
all objections to it, as it will give the packers time to prepare for 
it and meet their contracts accordingly. It will be well anyhow 
for the packers to prepare for that occassion and the railroads to 
be prepared for it also. As it will be a matter of considerable 
importance it will change the verbal form of all contracts for 
shipments and it is a good thing if plenty of time will be allowed 
for it we may have further to say on this when the actual decis- 
ion of the railroads is officially issued but we are glad that it is 
not to go into effect at this time. 


CROP CORRESPONDENCE. 


Nothing To Encourage Us. 


BELLEFONTE, ARK., June 24, 1907. 
THE TRADE: We confine our attention to tomatoes, contracting for 
them by the ton, paying this season $7 per ton. We have out about 
the same acreage as usual, but the season is poor, is from two to 
three weeks late, the plants are small and some few of them to be set out 
yet. This does not look very bright, though it is as yet too early to say 
what the outcome will be, but there is nothing to encourage us on this 
year’s pack. One cannery at Marshall, Ark., has dropped out and will not 
be run this year. An average yield in this section is, or at least it was, last 
year 80 bushels to the acre, an equivalent of 1,150 cans. We have ample

The Season Backward Everywhere. 


A correspondent writing from the West gives us some valuable inform- 
ation on conditions as he found them in his travels, and we give the gist of 
the remarks herewith: 

THE TRADE: ‘‘ The most noticeable thing from the car windows as 
one rolls through State after State and views the world from a canned- 
goods standpoint is the smallness of the growing corn—if it can be con- 
sidered growing at all. In my trip, covering Maryland, Ohio, Pennsyl. 
vania, New York and Michigan, nowhere did I find corn of any kind more 
than a foot high, and this only in a few sections. It is the common remark 
that corn will not grow in cold weather, and the evidence was everywhere 
at hand. 

“But corn was not the only article that was noticeable by its scarcity; 
almost every article on the list of interest to canners was found in the same 
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condition. Tomato plants are just being set out and those that had been 
set out were doing very poorly. 

“In Michigan the one talk is of the destruction of the peach and the 
harm done to the apple crops by the freeze of last fall. It is generally con- 
sidered that there will be no peaches in Michigan. At a meeting of the 
Michigan State Horticultural Society in Detroit, I questioned may of the 
delegates, and that was the substance of all replies—no peaches this year; 
the trees were killed last fall by the snow and cold weather. One grower 
from Texas made the same report. 

‘* However, this past week has witnessed fine, warm weather through- 
out the the entire Western territory and the crops will boom under this in- 
fluence, if it only keeps up. But the ground is cold and needs a good 
warming, and it will take some days to effect this, or possibly we should 
Say, some weeks. 

‘In the pea situation, the weather is working against the packers 
through the fact that a slow growing season is not the best for a fine article 
of peas; but here again one cannot be too certain, for, with ideal weather, 
the vines are likely to boom so that actually the peas will be grown in 
quick time and so obtain that delicate, tender quality so essential. The 
year affords a puzzle in any way you look at it, but the one prominent fact 
about it all is that it is late, quite late, in some articles from two to three 
weeks and just how this time is to be regained, I am not prepared to say. 

‘*Using the canned-corn market as a barometer, it would seem that 
buyers had given up counting on regaining this lost time, and tomatoes 
tell the same story. Some of the small fruits will turn out a fairly good 
crop; strawberries are doing so in the Northern latitudes, but these also 
depend upon a continuation of this warm weather.”’ 


Too Soon To Predict. 


GUILFORD, CONN., June 21, 1907. 

THE TRADE: We pack in our section tomatoes, apples, pumpkins, 
squash, beets and string beans. We contract for them by the bushel and 
ton and grow some. The normal yield per acre is from 250 to 400 bushels. 
Growers are asking $10.00 per ton for tomatoes. The acreage this year 
compared to last year is about the same. The prospects are for a late and 
poor crop. The labor situation is all O. K. and we can get plenty of farm 
labor. It is too early to say how the pack will compare to other years. 


There are no new canneries and none have dropped out.

THE TRADE: We pack peaches and tomatoes and grow all of our own 
peaches, The yield per acre in this section is decreasing on peaches, owing 
to the low price obtained. The tomato acreage is increasing some. The 
acreage this year compared to other years on tomatoes is about 50% more. 
The peach crop was a failure and there will be very few peaches. The 
prospects are for a late and fair crop. Labor is scarce and very high. 
The pack this year compared to previous years will be about 50% more on 
tomatoes and about 95% less on peaches.

‘* There is nothing in it for the well-located grocer to handle cheap 
canned goods,’’ remarks a New Haven grocer. ‘‘I speak from experi- 
ence,’’ he says, ‘‘ because I often bought a lot of this truck as a sort of 
leader. It would have lead me into the insolvency court if I had persisted. 
Canned corn at 5c. or 8c. a can may look attractive on the bargain handbill, 
but that’s all. It is not intended to leave a good taste in the consumer’s 
mouth, and it doesn’t. It gives the grocer who sells it a reputation for 
handling cheap goods, and frequently it loses him a good customer. And 
the only possible gain is the possible temporary acquirement of a few 
bargain-hunting patrons.”’ 

Think this over a bit, and you will be inclined to agree with me that 
cheap goods at any price are not what you want as a reputation builder.— 
Grocers’ Magazine, Boston. 


Outlook for California Canned Fruits. 


An unusual amount of interest is being taken by the grocery trade in 
the 1907 pack of California canned fruits, especially as they are expected 
to open very high, and as stocks of spot California canned fruits are almost 
entirely exhausted, are exhausted, in fact, excepting small supplies in 
second hands. 

According to late private advices from the Pacific Coast, the California 
Fruit Canners Association will not name the 1907 selling basis until later 
than usual, on account of the difficulty about getting the necessary supply 
of fresh fruit for canning. The California peach packing season will not 
commence for a couple of weeks following the closing of apricot canning. 
The opening price on 1907 pack peaches has not as yet been announced, 
but they will be high, as canners are paying high prices for fresh fruit. 

Prices on canned cherries will be very high this season. Canners are 
paying as high as roc. a pound for Royal Anne variety, and on this account 
must necessarily advance prices on the canned article. 

Apricots will open up at high prices, for the reason that the crop is one 
of the lightest on record, being but a small percentage of last year’s crop. 
Canners buying their apricots in Santa Clara and Alameda counties have 
paid as high as $100 per ton for the raw fruit. California will produce a 
very fair crop this season.

Canned Goods Market. 


The general canned goods market remains unchanged and crops and 
other conditions without alteration from our past reports. The Association 
made prices on asparagus late last week and withdrew them immediately, 
sales subject to approval of price having much more than absorbed the 
entire pack. Quotations made by the Association were as follows: 

Mammoth white, peeled, No. 2%, $6.00; mammoth white, $4.75; mam- 
moth green, peeled, $5.50; mammoth green, $4.25; large white, peeled, 
$5.25; large white, $4.00; large green, peeled, $4.75: large green, $3.75; 
medium white, $3.75; medium green, $3.50; small green, $3 30; No. 1 
white tips, $3.60; No. 1 green tips, $3.40; No. 1 tall salmon cans, $1.75; 
No. 3 soup tips, $2.00; No. 8 soup tips, $5.50. 

These prices are considerably above those put out by the Central Cali- 
fornia Canneries and Griffin & Skelley Co., and are, of course, very much 
in excess of last year’s quotations. The Association advises not having 
confirmed or sold any grass at less than printed quotations. A number of 
lists of canned goods have been put out representing small packs in South- 
ern California, but these, of course, do not represent the market for the 
general list. 

The Eastern tomato market continues upward and packers are not free 
sellers of futures owing to the uncertainty of getting raw material. 

The last of the direct sea exports to London and Liverpool from San 
Francisco of last year’s pack have arrived out, the Crown of Germany on 
May 4, the Queen Victoria on May 31 and the Grenada on June 4. This 
completes the entire shipments of canned fruit last year, which to Liver- 
pool and London amounted to 271,829 cases.—Ca/. Fruit Grower.

Get In Line. 


The National Canners Association gives advice worth heed- 
ing in the following letter. It also furnishes some valuable 
information: 

BELAIR, MD., June 10, 1907. 
To the Members of the National Canners Association: 

Since the meeting of the canners and allied interests in Buffalo last: 
February, the Executive Committee of the National Canners Association 
has been keeping in constant touch with matters which they think pertain 
to the good of the trade. They have held a number of meetings and also 


made a special trip to Washington, looking to the enforcement of the Pure 
Food Law, which so vitally affects the interests of the canners. 


During the visit to Washington a day was spent with Dr. H. W. Wiley, 
chairman of the “ Board of Food and Drug Inspection.’’ Your committee 
begs to give the trade the following information: 

1. The Department of Agriculture has issued a bulletin, 66-68, on 
‘‘The Use of Sugar in Canned Foods.”’ It says in part: ‘‘ Sugar is a 
wholesome food product and is also condimental. It reveals its own pres- 
ence by its taste. Its addition to a food product cannot be objected to on 
the ground of injury to health. It is held by this Department that sugar 
can be used in the preparation of all food products where it is not used for 
fraudulent purposes. IF SUGAR BE ADDED WITHOUT NOTICE, TO 
INDIAN CORN, WHICH IS NOT SWEET, FOR THE PURPOSE OF 
MAKING IT APPEAR TO BE SWEET CORN, TO BE SOLD AS SUCH, 
IT IS USED FOR A FRAUDULENT PURPOSE AND FOR THIS REA- 
SON IS PROHIBITED BY LAW. * * * * A vegetable which is not 
naturally sweet could not be sold as one which is naturally sweet by mixing 
with sugar without violation of law, unless the addition of sugar is plainly 
indicated on the label. The addition of sugar to canned vegetables is not 
for preservative purposes. Added sugar increases the tendency to ferment- 
ation. It is added wholly as a condimental ingredient.

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‘It is held, therefore, that the addition of sugar to a substance which 
might seem naturally sweet is justified, if the label plainly indicates that 
this sweetening material is added.

‘sugar’ as used herein is confined to sucrose (saccharose) whether in a 
solid form or in solution.”’ 

The Department seems to hint that the natural product does not need 
anything to improve its taste, and the use of sweets, which may cause 
fermentation, is more than likely for the purpose of concealing inferiority. 
It will also be noticed that the ruling is confined to sucrose, or saccharose, 
which means cane sugar. Beet sugar would, therefore, seem to be pro- 
hibited. 

2. The proper labeling of what is commonly known as ‘‘ succotash ”’ 
was also discussed with Dr. Wiley. Herewith is a copy of a ruling which 
has since been made by the Board of Food and Drug inspection: 

‘“The word ‘succotash,’ if used without qualification, is understood to 
imply that the product designated is composed of green sweet corn and 
green beans. If soaked beans or soaked corn (i. e., dried beans or corn 
softened in water) are employed, the name should be accompanied by decla- 
ration of that fact, such declaration to be in type not smaller than eight 
point (brevier) capitals.’’ 

He also said that it was not necessary to mark kidney beans ‘‘ soaked,’’ 


it being of common knowledge that kidney beans packed in cans were 
from dried mature stock. 


3. Inan extended interview by the Executive Committee with Secre- 
tary Wilson and Dr. Wiley, it was demonstrated that the Department of 
Agriculture could not of itself make any extension of the time for the use 
of labels that do not comply with the misbranding clause of the Pure Food 
Law. Such action requires the concurrence of the secretaries of two other 
departments and would be practically impossible to obtain, owing to its 
farreaching effects. Yet the committee believes that the policy of the 
Department will be liberal and its officers appreciate that if the law was 
strictly enforced it would mean the loss of millions of dollars to the can- 
ning trade. IT IS THOUGHT THAT IF ALL NEW LABELS ARE 
PRINTED TO CONFORM WITH THE LAW, PROSECUTIONS WILL 
PROBABLY NOT BE FORCED ON THOSE WHO USE OLD LABELS, 
SO LONG AS THE GOODS CONTAINED UNDER THE LABELS ARE 
IN STRICT CONFORMITY WITH THE FOOD AND DRUG ACT. 

The committee desires to express its appreciation of the courtesy, con- 
sideration and fairness which was shown its members by every officer con- 
nected with the Department of Agriculture. THE MEMBERS WISH TO 


IMPRESS UPON THE TRADE THE IMPORTANCE OF AS EARLY 
AS POSSIBLE MAKING THEIR LABELS CONFORM TO THE SPIRIT, 
AS WELL AS THE LETTER OF THE LAW, the main import of which 
is to prevent falsification or misrepresentation of any kind. If tomatoes 
are packed in New Jersey, label the can ‘‘ packed in New Jersey;” if in 
Iowa, have the can say the truth; as to quality, if marked ‘‘ Fancy,’’ see 
that they fully come up to this high requirement; if of standard quality, so 
state; if of inferior quality, do not hesitate to say ‘‘seconds.’’ Consump- 
tion of canned goods in this country will soon quadruple if every person 
engaged in the business will do his part toward seeing that the provisions 
of this law are literally carried out. Yours truly, 
FRANK E. GORRELL, Secretary. 


The Export Question. 
BELAIR, MD., June 10, 1907. 

The Executive office of this Association at the Buffalo meeting was 
ordered by resolution to bring to the attention of the proper authorities the 
desirability of having treaties of reciprocity between the United States and 
foreign countries to include canned goods on the free list of exports, The 
following is a portion of the reply from the Department of State, which 
shows the favorable progress of the work looking to the accomplishment of 
the desired end: 

‘In reply to your letter of the 18th instant, and referring to previous 
correspondence, you are informed that the important branch of export 
interest represented by the National Canners Association will receive the 
most careful attention of this Department in all negotiations with foreign 
countries, looking to the improvement of tariff conditions affecting the 
admission into such countries of American canned goods. An effort will be 
made to comply, as nearly as practicable, with the wishes of your Associ- 
ation, as expressed in the resolution adopted at the National Canners Con- 
vention in Buffalo last February. 

‘‘T should, however, call your attention to the fact that to secure tariff 
concessions from other countries, it is necessary that the State Department 
should be empowered to give something in return, and under existing law, 
we have practically no power whatever to give any assurance of reciprocal 
benefit to other countries, except those who may be affected by the very 
meagre and narrow benefits possible under Section 3, the Tariff Act of 1897, 
relating to wines and spirits and their by-products.”’

Philadelphia. 
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Lower Rates For Georgia Peaches. 


Commission Orders Reduction on Transportation and Refriger- 
ation—Viectory for J. J. Waxelbaum. 


The rates on peaches from Georgia to New York, Philadelphia, Baltimore 
and Washington are held to be unjust and unreasonable by a decision ren- 
dered by the Interstate Commerce Commission today, which ordered a 
reduction of 5 cents per 100 pounds on transportation and 1% cents a crate 
on refrigeration, in addition to reducing the minimum reqnirement for a 
carload, which works a further reduction in the total charge. The commis- 
sion also orders the discontinuance of the present practice of fixing a differ- 
ent minimum load requirement for refrigerated and non-refrigerated cars 
as unreasonable and unjust. The new rate is made effective on July 15. 

This is the first decision of the kind since the passage of the new law 
which placed liability for the icing charges on the railroads. The commis- 
sion holds that under that law the carriers cannot lawfully refuse refriger- 
ated transportation. ‘‘But they must upon reasonable request afford the 
same unestablished rates filed and kept posted as required by law, and that 
the jurisdiction of the commission and the purposes of the law cannot be 
defeated by the commission or failure of carriers to include in their 
schedules and keep posted and open to public inspection the rates, fares 


and charges for the entire service, both transportation and refrigeration, 
which under the law they are bound to provide.”’ 


The case on which the decision was based was filed by J. J. Waxelbaum, 
of Macon, Ga., who complained that the freight charges of 81 cents to New 
York, with icing charges of 12% cents a crate an a minimum carload of 550 
crates, were too high. The commission rejected his allegations that the 
rates for less than carload lots were unjust, or that the demurrage charge 
of $5.00 a day for detention of refrigerator cars was excessive.—/? u2/ 
Trade Journal and Produce Record. 


East Texas And Arkansas News. 


The strawberry shipping season is over at last. There are plenty of 
them on the vines, but they do not carry well to market. More have gone 
out from Tyler this year than ever known before. Up to last night we have 
handled this season 309 carloads of strawberries, potatoes, tomatoes, cabbage 
and other truck, this being three cars more than we shipped the entire year 
in 1906. There has been paid out for berries alone in this city about 
$100,000. Some growers have made over $300 per acre. 


Shipments of potatoes have been lively this week and we think the 
Texas movement will be over by June 15. Stock has been fine and pleases 
the trade. 

Tomatoes have been moving for two weeks, but not as heavy asexpected. 
Our largest shipments will be about June 15. We first estimated for Tyler 
150 cars, but we now think 60 cars will cover. 

No carloads of peaches have gone yet, but there have been heavy 
express shipments and shipments in mixed cars with tomatoes and cabbage. 
There will not likely be any straight cars move until Elbertas begin, about 
July 1, and then only afew. The mammoth orchard at Horatio, Ark., 
looks fine and when the peaches are all gathered and marketed the owners 
will doubtless feel like increasing their acreage. We will pack most of 
these Arkansas Elbertas in four basket flat crates. We cannot use every 
package suggested by the trade, and have found out by past experience 
that the four basket crate is the best all round package to use. —/ruit¢ 
Trade Journal and Produce Record. 


Few Strawberries Will Be Canned. 


The strawberry crop is very late in all parts of the country and it is 
not expected that there will be an average pack put up this season. The 
canners are late in getting to work. In Baltimore they were fully two 
weeks late in starting, and as the crop in that section is not as large as in 
ordinary seasons, it is not believed a normal pack will be made. Michigan 
fruit canners will not put up an average pack of strawberries this year.

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Jobbers’ Views 


Conditions as Observed by Leading Grocer Journals of 
Various Sections and Their Comments. 


New York. 

With the change to more seasonable weather this week the outlook 
for canned goods crops has suddenly grown more cheerful. Even before 
the change came it was growing apparent that the pessimistic vein had 
been worked to an unwarranted extent. From present appearances there 
is a good chance of the 1907 canning season ending with a sufficient supply 
of the important fruits and vegetables. Salmon is not dependent upon the 
weather, however, and the shortage in the better grades seems to be past 
praying for. Red Alaska salmon is firm at $1.15 per dozen; other kinds 
are very scarce. The season of active consumption has opened. Tomatoes 
range between $1.00 and $1.05 for No. 3 standard Maryland and for futnre 
delivery the packers ask goc. f. 0. b. factory. The tomato season may open 
late, but the outlook as to the size of the pack has greatly improved. The 


corn outlook is still uncertain, but standard corn from last season will help 
to fill any shortage from this year’s crop. Spot corn is firm at 7oc. for 
State, with some holders accepting 65c. Peas now promise to be a fair 
pack and the quality pleases packers. Spot peas are easier in tone. Cali- 
fornia fruit canners are withdrawing quotations, their capacity having been 
booked already and orders have been declined. The crop yield may yet 
be iarge, but prices are higher than last year, and the Eastern packers of 
peaches and pears are expected to ask higher prices this season. In Balti- 
more spot peaches are about cleaned up. In that market pineapple is sell- 


ing well at firm prices. Gallon apples are doing better; market strong.— 


‘chants’ Review. 

Philadelphia. 

Spot tomatoes are unchanged and still firm on a basis of 97%c. f. o. b. 
Futures, however, under the influence of improved weather conditions, 
have weakened and declined about 2%c. There have been very few sales 
at the decline, however, as buyers now feel that the market may go lower. 
The general demand for tomatoes is light. Corn is doing better and hold- 
ers are beginning to get firm in their ideas. The pack may be fair, but it 
will surely be late, and it seems certain that it will be much less than last 
year. Future corn is unchanged, and many packers refuse to sell. New 
peas of fine. quality are being offered at fully maintained prices. The 


market is firm and unchanged, but if the weather holds, there may be a 
decline in new pack peas. Peaches are unchanged, dull and scarce. 
Apples show an advance to $2.75 f. 0. b. Stocks are light and the market 


strong. Nochange has occurred in the Baltimore small line during the 
week. As reported elsewhere, a few California packers have named prices 


during the week on a basis 25c. to 35c. above last year. The larger packers 

will probably not come out with prices much before July 1.—Gvrocery World. 
Chicago. 

All descriptions of canned goods are cleaned up in canners’ hands, 

while even the wholesalers are very lightly supplied, the bulk of all stocks 

being owned now by retailers. Jobbers have hardly any of some lines of 


canned goods and the situation, taken as a whole, was never so strong as it 
is at present. Tomatoes, spot, are advancing, as are futures. The supply 


of spot tomatoes amounts to very little, and as for new pack goods, tre 
canners are refusing to accept any more contracts, because of being afraid 
that they will not pack enough to fill orders already in hand. The crop is . 
very backward everywhere and general discouragement prevails. Corn is 
late, too. The feeling here is firmer for both spot and future corn. Both 
are higher than a couple of weeks ago, but grocers who have followed our 


advice on the canned goods market have not got left, but, on the other 
hand, have made money. Peas are one of the scarcest items of canned 


food. Spot peas are as good as all gone, while canners refuse more future 
orders. The crop is backward and the outlook not overly bright anywhere 
in the country, East or West In other lines of canned vegetables a very 
strong feeling prevails. String beans are in demand at firm prices, as is 
spring pack spinach. Fruits of all descriptions are scarce and firm at the 
high prices. Strawberries will be a light pack, so will pineapples, apricots, 
peaches and possibly other items. Salmon is firm for all grades. The 


spot supply is short. Canned oysters, lobsters, shrimp, etc., are all scarce 
and firm.—Gvocers’ Criterion,

Maryland Tomatoes in Style.—It has been quite a while since Mary- 
land packed tomatoes were so much in evidence in Chicago as they are 


now. In fact, the West tas sold out and there are now no tomatoes in 


first hands, either in Indiana, Ohio, Michigan or Illinois. There are a few 
thousand cases held at the canneries, but they are owned by speculators or 


wholesale grocers, and are strongly held at $1.00 per dozen f. o. b. can- 
nery. The Maryland price today is 97 4c. f. o. b. Eastern shipping point, 
making a cost of $1.05 per dozen, or on an exact parity with laid-down cost 
of Western packed. There are, however, several buyers who invested 
pretty heavily in Maryland tomatoes for prompt shipment when the price 
was 85c. f. o. b. Maryland point, and these operators are now taking their

Baltimore Packers Bashful.—Several stiff orders for small fruits 
were sent to Baltimore packers, so brokers inform me, this week at their 
quoted prices and declined, as packers regarded the supply as uncertain 
and preferred to wait until goods were in the can. New York canners 
have, however, been accepting some orders for small fruits and some stiff 
rates of gallon red raspberries and blackberries for pie purposes have been 
made to come from Washington packers on the Pacific Coast. Canned 
Corn Strong.—The Western Canned Goods Packers Association met in 
Chicago this week and conferred. There was a large attendance. It was 
anticipated that the price of canned corn would be ‘‘lifted,’’ but it is said 
that no concerted action was taken. It is said that a comparison showed 
that the corn acreage in the West is about the same as last year, but that 
the “‘ stand ’’ was very poor and the outlook bad. It was stated that the Iowa 
Packers Associatio: had met recently and advanced the price of canned 
corn, both spot and future, to 6oc. f. o. b. cannery.— Zhe Eli Grocer and 
General Merchant. 
Montreal, Can. 

Beans are exceedingly scarce and wholesalers find it difficult to fill 
such orders as they are taking for this line. Some Maritime beans, from 
around Sussex, are offering on the Montreal market at presert, but do not 
seem to be in great request. It is not often that these beans get so far 
West. Asa ruie, all the beans used in this district come from the West. 
There is a fair stock of corn held from all that can be learned and prices 
are firm under but fairdemand. Peas are in good demand and stocks are 
ample to take care ofall business. Canned salmon is very brisk. Packers 
expect higher prices for new pack. They say the run will probably not be 
larger nor smaller than other years, but the cost of production has in- 
creased to such an extent that they will have to ask higher figures of the 
trade in order to make some profit. Asa last word, tomatoes are in fair 
supply and will likely last over unless there should be a sudden increase in 
demand for this line. 

Toronto, Can. 

Slowly but surely the market is getting into better position. This is 
in regard to'vegetables. Fruits are as strong as they can be and there are 
very few left. Itis quite evident, however, that holders of tomatoes are 
much less anxious to sell. Stocks are going fast into consumption; there 
are _ extra weeks at least to provide for and the new crop is still proble- 
matical. 

New canned lobsters are now on this market.—Canadian Grocer. 

London, England. 
Salmon.—An improved demand is reported from the country, but 


market business is quiet, although there is no change to report either in 
British Columbia or Alaska. An interesting feature of the market this 
week has been the sale of 5,000 cases of Alaska for shipment from Liverpool 
to the United States. Advices from the other side have for some time 
stated that the consumptive demand in the United States has been very 
active and that stocks there have been low, and it is possible that further 
shipments to that country will be required to be made from here. The 
Weekly Commercial News, of San Francisco, of May 11, states that Fraser 
River canners do not expect a good run of sockeyes this season, and prepa- 
rations are being made for about a hundred and eighty thousand cases. 


Last year’s pack of sockeyes on the Fraser totaled only a hundred and 
eighty-three thousand cases, and many of the canners declare that they 


will be surprised if results this season are as good. Amongst recent arriv- 
als are the Queen Victoria with 11,479 cases and the Grenada with 7,479 
cases, both to Liverpool. Lobsters remain very scarce, and the market is 
firm. Advices from the other side state that owing to the cold weather ex- 
perienced there, the pack of new season’s fish will not, it is feared, come 
up to the anticipations formed and will be below last season’s pack. The 
Tvernia has brought 503 cases to Liverpvol. Sardines have met with more 
inquiry this week and a better business has been done at firm rates. Re- 
cent arrivals include the Britannia with 1,594 cases, the Lisbon with 1,063 
cases, the Eldorado to Hull with 1,370 cases and the Araguayo to South- 
ampton with 547 cases. Meats continue to meet with an improving demand 
and the market remains very firm. Fruits are a strong market and apricots 
have further advanced. Pears also are firmer and peaches are scarcely 
obtainable. Pineapples are a steady market, and there is a continued good 
demand. Higher prices are asked for from Singapore. Amongst recent 
arrivals are the Queen Victoria with 31,424 cases and the Grenada with 
74,890 cases fruit, both to Liverpool; the Agamemnon with 4,430 cases 


pines, the Japan with 1,906 cases pines and the Antenor with 16,275 cases 
pines, the last named to Liverpool.

Salmon.—There has been quite a large country demand during the 
week and prices for talls, flats, squats and Alaska are firm, with a decided 
upward tendency.

DISCOLORATION IN CANNED CORN—METHOD THAT 
PREVENTS IT. 


The following is an extract from a communication 
received by the Sprague Canning Machinery Co. from 
Prof. Duckwall, while he was at Onarga, IIl., inspect- 
ing the processing of corn with the Polk Agitating 
System: 

“Unless the process on pure corn is cut down to at 
least 35 minutes at 250 degrees Fahrenheit it will be 
impossible to produce canned corn without discolora- 
ation, and I beg to explain this statement as follows: 

“When processing corn at 250 degrees Fahrenheit 
for 65 minutes or more the corn which lies next to the 
tin is subjected to 250 degrees Fahrenheit for such a 
long time that the proteids are disintegrated and sa/- 
phur is set free. This sulphur unites with the hydro- 
gen, which is liberated by the action of the soldering 
flux on the metal, tin and lead in the solder and body 
of the cans. Sulphur and hydrogen for sulphuretted 
hydrogen, H,S. This is the gas made and used in 
all laboratories for precipitating metallic salts, such as 
tin, lead, iron, etc. These metallic salts are of vari- 
ous colors, black, brown and pinkish purple. Conse- 
quently the corn will become discolored in proportion 
to the amount of metallic salts precipitated and this 
phenomenon cannot be avoided by any known means 
where H.S is formed in the presence of metals in 
solution. Now, the ordinary tin can has considerable 
solder on the inside of the can, both in the crease at 
the top and bottom and also along the side seam. In 
proportion to the amount of lead exposed will be the 
discoloration of the corn. ‘Therefore, until a can is 
made which shall be soldered entirely on the outside, 
or with a solder practically free from lead, it will be 
impossible to can corn without bleaching or chemical 
agents now prohibited by law. 

“T find that the agitating system overcomes the 
difficulty entirely. 

“In this system you are constantly shaking the 
corn away from the tin. No part of the contents is ex- 
posed to the action of 250 degrees Fahrenheit for more 
than 18 minutes, as we demonstrated by inside ther- 
mometers. ‘This time is not sufficient to disintegrate 
the proteid molecule—hence no sulphur is set free, 
consequently there is no formation of sulphuretted 
hydrogen, H,S, and then, of course, there is no preci 
itation of metallic salts, even though they should be 
in solution. As a matter of fact there are some metallic 
salts in solution, but since there is no H,S to precipi- 
tate them, they remain in solution and the inside of the 
can after empting is found to be just as bright as it was 
before filling. While in the case of the regular process 
the whole inside is discolored, all of which discoloration 
is taken up more or less by the corn increasing with 
age fo a limit. Yours truly,
